IN  AED  VATiCANis,  signifying  that  fur  the 
first  time  a medalic  portraiture  was  modeled 
from  nature.  The  ornaments  on  the  stole 
are  executed  with  singular  felicity,  and  with 
special  reference  to  the  present  Pope.  They 
are,  the  monogram  of  Mary,  the  crossed  keys, 
the  coat  of  arms  of  the  Pecci  (a  cypress  with 
two  lilies  and  a star)  the  cross,  and  a winged 
angel’s  head.  The  reverse  is  of  still  more 
artistic  importance  in  idea  and  composition 
copied  from  the  best  models  of  the  alto-relievo 
of  the  Renaissance.  On  a pedestal  inscribed 
Tim  DABO  CLAVES  REGNI  COELOKUM  Stands 
Christ  in  the  act  of  reaching  to  kneeling  Peter 
the  keys  of  heavens.

And  in  this  the  firm 
I was  right — the  day  is  in  fact  as  distant  as 
ever  when,  to  use  the  language  of  its  head, 
body  and  tail,  “we  shall  control  all  important 
coin  sales  in  the  United  States.’’  More  re- 
cently in  an  article  which  on  its  face  appears 
like  fair  enough  criticism,  but  is  really  garbled 
and  mendacious,  worthy  to  have  originated  in

No,  This  sale  was  not  the  remnant 
of  the  Stenz  collection  It  was  composed  of 
the  nearly  entire  cabinet  of  the  Rev.  T,  Wil- 
kinson, o(  Berlin,  Prussia,  and  other  coins 
purchased  by  Mr.  Stenz  in  Germany  .since  his 
previous  sale.  An\-  one  who  w'ill  take  the 
trouble  to  compare  the  two  catalogues  can 
easily  convince  himself  of  this. 

2d.  Yes.  Here  the  firm  is  right.  The

3cl.  No.  '! he  pieces  did  not  “in  most  in- 
stances bring  about  their  face  value.”  The

The  amount  realized  over  $2,300. 

4th.  No.  The  1843  proof  set  alone  was 
offered  as  stated  in  a M’all  Street  broker’s 
window,  at  $50.  It  was  also,  we  believe, 
offered  to  Scott  & Co.  at  $50  less  com..  Why 
did  they  not  buy  it.’  The  set  is  certainly,  both 
on  account  of  its  beaut}-  and  its  great  rarity, 
well  worth  $100.  In  fact,  we  will  give  Scott 
& Co.  $100  for  a duplicate  set  of  this  or  an 
earlier  date.  Can  they  procure  one?  Scott  & 
Co.  should  have  purchasud  this.  It  would 
have  proved  a reinmierative  investment,  but 
the  margin  of  profit  between  $50  and  selling 
price  was  probably  not  considered  sufificiently 
large  to  induce  purchase.  That  set  was 
bought  for  $100  by  Mr.  Geo.  Cogan  on  an 
order  of  $150  or  less.  Other  bids  were  made 
to  $95,  and  there  were  at  least  6 bids  of  from 
$75  to  $95.  Now  what  would  the  Great 
Boaster  have  done  under  like  circumstances. 
Pray,  let  us  know, 

5th.  Yes.  Mr  Stenz  bought  at  his  sale, 
much  to  the  apparent  chagrin  of  our  dis- 
tinguished contemporary,  whose  representa- 
tive had  come  fully  prepared  to  pick  up  rare 
silver  coins  in  nearly  proof  condition  at  about 
2-3  face  value.  Mr.  Stenz  represented  several 
buyers  just  as  the  G.  B.  apparently  does  at 
his  own  sales. 

Finally.  Y’e  are  forced  to  agree  with  our 
esteemed  and  learned  reviewer  when  he  says 
“The  course  of  proceeding  we  have  related 
should  be  discountenanced  by  all  who  are 
interested  in  collecting  coins.”  By  following 
himself  the  rules  he  is  so  eager  to  have  others 
observe,  he  may  possibly,  in  the  course  of 
time,  regain  the  confidence  of  collectors,  and 
will  no  longer  be  obliged  to  do,  at  his  own 
sales,  that  which  he  iinjustl}-  charges  Mr. 
Stenz  of  ha\  ing  done.

The  American  Silver  King  has  broken  the 
long  existing  corner  in  1S58  proof  sets.  An 
excellent  opportunity  is  offered  to  coin  specu- 
lators to  sell  short.  Try  it. The  late  issues 

of  20  cent  pieces,  of ’79  dollars,  half  dollars, 
etc.,  are  also  offered  at  more  reasonable 
prices.  We  opine  that  the  true  rarity  of  a 
coin  or  medal  cannot  be  ascertained  where 
precise  data  is  not  given  until  years  after  its 

issue. The  craze  for  Colonial  Coins  has 

abated;  that  for  American  silver  of  earl}’ 
dates,  or  in  proof  condition,  increased. — Rare 
English  silver  coins  sell  cheaper  in  New  York 
sales  than  in  London,  Ditto  Foreign  silver 

generall}\ '\^'e  received  all  the  way  from 

Germany,  a bid  of  $7.50  or  more  for  a Han- 
nover 1624  1-2  crown  which  sold  at  Stenz 
sale  for  $1.  After  considerable  correspondence 
we  traced  the  piece  to  New  Orleans  and  got 
it  at  $6. 1799  cents  are  in  veiy- little  de- 

mand now;  a Boston  dealer  has  10  in  stock 

and  no  orders. The  true  inwardness  of
